(Previously presented) The porcutanoous l y absorbab l e 
proparat i on patch according to claim 8, wherein the adhesive base layer is composed of 
one or more components selected from the group consisting than two of styrene- 
isoprene-styrene block copolymer, polyisobutylene, and acrylic adhesive.

(Currently amended) A method for improving the percutaneous 
absorbability of sodium diclofenac in a non-aqueous patch comprising a 
matrix porcutanoous l v absorbab l e preparat i on , the method comprising providing 
ammonium chloride in the preparation patch at a range of from 0.5 to 1 0 fold mole/mole 
based on the sodium diclofenac. 

(Previously presented) The method according to claim 1 3, wherein 
ammonium chloride is blended at a range of from 0.5 to 7 fold mole/mole based on the 
sodium diclofenac.

acrylic adhesive. 
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
